The Belgian radio reported Mon­ 
day night that Congolese army 
officers have reached an agree­ 
ment placing the rebel troops of 
Antoine Gizenga under the author­ 
ity of the central government in 
Leopoldville. 
The Congolese radio in Leopold­ 
ville reported the agreement was 
reached at Akte, a small town 
in northern Oriental Province. 
The agreement included a gen­ 
eral cease-fire in the smouldering 
civil war between the central gov­ 
ernment forces commanded by 
Maj. Gen. Joseph Mobutu and the 
Lumumbist 
forces under Gen. 
Victor 
Lundula. 
The 
latter s 
forces recognized Mobutu as their 
supreme commander. 
There was no indication wheth­ 
er Mobutu and Lundula person­ 
ally took part in the Akte meet­ 
ing. 


The report said the cease-fire 
covered “the whole Congo terri­ 
tory" and Lundula s troops simul­ 
taneously 
“acknowledged 
Leo­ 
poldville’s 
authority 
over 
the 
• Oriental) 
p r o v i n c e 
armed 
forces. ” 
The agreement alw stipulated 
that the Congolese army would 
not interfere in politics and that 
“remaining problems” would be 
strived at a later date.

subsequent 
Belgian 
radio 
broadcast cast some doubts on 
the reported agreement and said 
informed circles in Brussels be­ 
lieved neither Mobutu nor Lun­ 
dula had authority to conclude 
such an agreement. But any such 
agreement could exert powerful 
pressure on Antoine Gizenga. the 
political head of the Stanleyville 
regime, to reach an agreement 
with Prodder* Joseph Kaaavubu.

“the field ai immunology is boil­ 
ing with activity.” In the en­

lence of king cancer among heavy 
cigarette smokers but more cig­ 
arettes are sold than ever before. 
Heavy drinking has been shown 
to predispose a person toward 
cancer of the esophagus, the sec­ 
ond most common kind of cancer 
among men. 
CURE FOR ONE KIND 
“The most extensive study of 
lives ami habits of a vast group 
of Americans over 35 years of age 
is being carried on. Chemo-ther- 
apy off era great promise while 
some think that surgery may have 
reached its limits of usefulness in 
checking cancer.

LITERATURE HOLDS ITS OWN 
There ie controversy over to 
many thing* today that it is re­ 
assuring to find one thing on which 
educators, teen-agers, politicians, 
editor«. housewives, and business­ 
men all agree—the value of read­ 
ing 
What is reading? Certainly it 
is more than just the mechanical 
process of transferring to the mind 
impressions conveyed by printed 
words. It is rather the transfer of 
ideas expounded 
by the 
great 
minds of history. It is wisdom 
and knowledge captured forever 
on the printed page Reading can 
impart words of inspiration. It can 
perform magic, conjuring up for 
the reader distant places and far­ 
away times, or it may examine 
various aspects of our present 
day life. 
DULL TEXTBOOKS 
What one reads is determined 
largely by the individual 
How­ 
ever, students are compelled to 
spend a great deal of time per­ 
suing dull textbooks, which may’ 
account for the distaste some in­ 
dividuals possess for reading as 
a form of recreation. These few 
students concentrate so much on 
reading for knowledge that they 
have

neglected
